- > BRITAIN’S SEA TRADE.

That England should continue to hold a 
practical ‘monopoly of the seaborne / com- 
merce of the world is not to be expected, 

. and probably is not desirable. The féar 
is that through too much self-confidence she 
may so much mismanage what she is justi- 
fied in considering her fair share that she 
may wake up too late, and find the most 
profitable portion of what remains gone 
beyond recovery. It was only half a cen- 
tury ago that she was largely dependent on 
outsiders for the conveyance of her goods to 
and from China; and the manner in which 
she raised herself from the backward posi- 
tion in which she found herself during the 
fifties should be an useful object. to her in 
the near future. There are a few still alive 
in China who remember that the principal 
portion of the tea, which in those days 

'+ formed the main article of export from 

China to Europe, was carried in American 

clippers; and that we are indeed indebted 
to the United States for the loan of that 
word. In these days, too, nearly the whole 
of the coasting trade of China was carried 
in American and Continental bottoms, and 
the most frequent flag to be seen in Chinese 
waters was not the red ensign, but those of 
the northern European states, Norway, 

Z| Oldenburg, Hamburg, or Bremen. The 

trade of our Australian Colonies was largely, 


they easily induced a willing Parliament to 
throw open to the world the entire coasting 
and colonial trade of the Empire. The 
shipping interest not unnaturally held that 
if under the protection of the old laws, they 
were scarcely able to subsist, under a system, 
which even in the home trade exposed them 
to untrammelled competition, the entire 
trade must pass into foreign hands. That 
it did not is one of the strongest proofs of 
the indomitable courage: which has more 
than once come to the rescue of the nation 
when the prospect looked most gloomy. A 
few of the leading shipowners met together 
to discuss the situnuion. We must put our 
shoulders to the wheel, said the chairman, 
and see if wo cunnot accept the challenge 
and turn out ships to beat these Yaukees. 
Taking thought of the improvements that 
had been introduced by the Aimericans, the 
English builders strove to tackle them on 
their own lines, aud the China trade was 
the field chosen. The first ships made a 
good struggle, though beaten in the long 
run; but the experiment was hopeful, and 
those who were in China will remember the 
excitement on the issue of the annual ocean 
race from Foochow to London. Grander 
ships than the Thermopylae, the Leander, 
the Taiping, and a few others, were never 
turned out from a launching-slip; and it 
became difficult to forsee what might have 
been the ultimate result; when, alas ‘or the 
glory of the tea clipper, the Suez Canal 
was opened, and with the introduction of the 
steamer, the short-lived splendour of the 
clipper came to an end. The struggle, 
however, had left its marks deep in 
the national character. The British ship- 
builier was not this time taken at a 
disadvantage. When the Suez Canal was 
opened the British ship-owner was ready 
and prepared. His steamers were already 
built and his shipyards were ready to meet 
the demands of the world; and for many 
years he may said to have ed a its mer- 
cantile navies. That he richly deserved 
success not even his greatest enemies, and 
they are many, have attempted to deny ; his 
prosperity was the result of no turn of for. 
tune’s wheel, but was'the outcome of his own 
sagacity. He foresaw the wants of a new 
world, and met them boldly. But what 
the British shipbuilder has done is open 
to his rivals, and some of them in some 
respects have advantages he did not possess; 
America has even finer and richer deposits 
of iron, and it is to his credit that already, 
before America herself, he is utilising this 
fact. So Germany has at the moment a 
cheaper supply of labour, and has been 
utilising it so ably that the largest and 
quickest steamboat at the moment afloat 
has recently been turned out of a German 
shipyard. The record for size is, however, 
only momentary, as already the British re- 
ply is rapidly appoaching her launching. 
This is a competition in which both may 
win, and as it has been brought about by 
fair fight, no Englishman need repine. It 
is true that in other industries England, 
not only comparatively but actually, has 
‘been losing ground, but he would be a rash 
man who would assert that within a single 

meration the energies of England have so 
eclined that she cannot in 1901 do as she 
did in 1870, and make the world her debtor. 
It is well to remember that in the middle 
ages England was dependent on Germany 
and the Low Countries for many of the 
staples which she now supplies to those 
countries, and in the course of trade all 
staples must find their level. If every 
country could supply equally well the staples 
of.its neighbour, there would, it is always 
well to remember, be no occasion for trade;

The news brought by the last’ mail from 
home that H. M battleship Ocean left 
Malta on the 28rd ult. for this station, and 
that H. M. battleship Canopus was to follew 
her, though there is no official confirmation 
of the news, will be received with satisfac- : 
tion by those who for the last year have 
been pointing out the insufficiency of the 
British squadron in these waters in view of 
the large increase made to their naval 
strength in the Far East by other Powers. 
The Ocean and Canopus are of the same 
class as the Glory and Goliath ; in fact, all 
four are sister-ships. All alike are of 
12,950 tons displacement and 13,500 in- 
dicate 1 horse power. ‘Though due to be com- 
ple‘ed at various dutes, the Ocean at the end 
of 1898, all are 1900 ships and <all cost be. 
tween £840,000 and £890,000. : Their speed 
‘is 18.5 knots and they are armed with four 
12-inch guns and a large assortment of guns 
of less calibre. The arrival of the Ocean would 
bring the number of the first class battle. 
ships on the station, temporarily at least, 
to five, which would restore to Great Britain 
once more the lead of which sho was dis. 
possessed when Germany raised her number 
of battleships last year to four. There is 
also the Russian fleet to be considered in 
the comparison, for the announcement has 
been made at &t. Petersburg this month 
that the present political complications in 
the Far East necessitate an increase in the 
Russian squadron here. Russia has at pre- 
sent the Petropavlosk (10,960 tons displace- 
ment), the Navarin (10,206 tons), and the 
Sissot Veliky (8,880 tons), to which we may - 
add the Sevastopol (10,960 tons), All these 
carry four 12-inch guns, but the highest 
speed attained is by the Sevastopol, ‘17.5 
knots. The four German battleships Bran- 
denburg, Kurfiiret Friedrich Wilhelm, Weis- 
senburg, and Worth are all of 10,038 tons | 
displacement, 16 knots speed, and carry six 
‘1l-inch Krupp guns and an assortment of 
lesser calibre.

that it is impossible as yet to estimate the 
growths of the different nationalities except 
as distinguished into the two classes of non- 
inese and Chinese. In the year 189] the 
strength of the non-Chinese population (of 
whom 3,115 were naval or military) was 
7,891 males and 2,555 females; that of the 
Chinese, 149,694 males and 61,301 femiules ; 
giving thus a total of 10,446 non-Chinese 
and 210,995 Chinese, and a grand total of 
.221,441. . Now the non-Chinese population 
exclusive of the naval and military forces, 
is 5,824 males and 3,403 females: the 
Chinese, 196,351 males and 72,065 females ; 
giving totuls of 9,227 non-.hinese and 
268,416 Chinese, and u grand total of 
277,643. Thus the non-Chinese civil in- 
crease in the ten years is 1,048 ; the Chinese 
incréase is 57,421; and the total increase, 
exclusive of.army and navy, 58,469. Tak- 
ing into consideration now the census of 
1897, we shall find that the deduction of 
this rather bewildering array of figures is 
that while in the first six years of the decade 
the increase to our Chinese:populat on was 
Youghly seven times us great us that to the 
non-Chinese element, the proportion in the 
last four years was not five times as greut. 
But, nevertheless, numerically the Chinese 
majority is growing at a vast rate and 
threatens to become a serious problem, es- 
pecially on the mainland. We shall have 
un opportunity, when the full results of 
last month’s Census are made public, of 
considering how the various districts 
- into. which the Colony is divided 
- have fared. ‘Then also the different 
elements composing the non-Chinese section 
will have been s2parated. At present we 
can see that the growth of population is not 
flagging and that the failure of the years 
1891-1897 to‘attain the estimated figures- 
has been compensated for by the rate of 
increase in the years 1897-1901. Various 
reasous tend to make a Census not al- 
together reliable, particularly in such a 
place as Hongkong, and the unexpected! 
small figures of 1897 were perhaps to be 
" attributed to some of the causes suggested 
at the time.

From a business stand- 
point the old year was worse; many Chinese firms 
on reckoning up their accounts found that they 
were in debt. and being unable to keep up their 
credit had to close. Banks were pressing for 
the final settlement of their accounts to the last 
penny, otherwise no credit would be given. 
Some creditors who found it hard to get their | 
money paid resorted to the following means of 
exacting payment. A few days before the New 
Year they took with them their pillows and 
cotton quilts and went into the shops of their 
debtors to eat and sleep free of charge until the 
amount of the debt was paid off. ( 


THE NEW VICEROY. 

From the 15th to the 18th ult. the Consuls 
of the various different nationalities and the 
Commanders of the gunboats made official calls 
upon the new Viceroy Tao Mu.

RAILWAY AND COAL QUESTIONS. 

The railway from Peking to Tong-ku is now 
under German administration, the only notable 
change so far is they have greatly increased the 
fares and have given nothing as an equivalent 
The rolling stock is now a piteous plight, the 
overworked locomotives having been out of the 
shops for months. Strange to say the British 
hold and maintain the last eight miles and the 
terminus at Peking. The Shanhaikwan line is 
still in the handsof the Russians, though it is ea- 
pected that it too will soon be handed over to the 
British or the Germans. There is still a complete 
break at the Peitang River and bridge-build- 
ng is impossible till the spring. The Tong- 
shan coal-pits are in a bad way and no coal is 
being taken out. The workings are all flooded, 
and the most powerful pumps can only reduce the 
head of water uvout an inch perday. . Fortue- 
nately the mine up at Lin Si isin goodorder ; and 
when once the line is re-opened there will be no 
danger cf a fuel famine {though the decreased 
supply will of course keep up the present high 
prices. {tis a great pity that a small viding 
cannot now be made up to the Western Hills, 
and the fine hard coal of Pekinz be brought to 
Tientsin. The former objections to this step 
were wholly those of obstructive officials: the 
line would be an extraordinary boon to the 
people of Peking and Tientsin, xs it would in- 
definitely cheapen the cost of the coal at present 
borne by camels. Like all the now departures 
undertaken in this interragnum its continua- 
tion could be ensured by the Treaty.

NEW FIELD FOR CHINESE AGRICULTURISTS. 

Foochow will supply men to cultivate the 
untilled but fertile land of Sarawak in-future. A 
certain Chinaman of high standing, who is the 
father-in-law of Dr. Lim Boon King of Singa- 
pore, has undertaken to send men from Foochow 
to ‘Sarawak. He passed through here the other 
day, and hearing of this, I availed myself of the 
opportunity to interview him. Ho was kind 
enough to.impart to me all necessary information. 
In answer to my various enquiries he told me 
that he and another had entered into an ayree- 


ment with the Sarawak Government to supply . 


the latter with 2,000 men in the course of two 
years.

75 years only 
was considered too short and unreasonable in 
view of the vast-amount of local capital invested 
in dock property, and that nearly the whole of 
our present land is already held from the 
Government on leases of 999 years. Again, 
as to pre-emptive rights, the Directors had 
no option but to reluctantly object, as on 
many occasions this prorogative would neces-

- It is now fourteen years since the Hon. 
C: P. Citarez submitted to H.E. the Officer 
then: “Administering the Government at 
Hongkong a project for the reclamation of 
the foreshore, extending from the Gas Wor:s 


’ at Government Wharf. This scheme, the 
successful results of which are so familiar 
to us, was most bitterly opposed at the time, 
largely owing to « misconception of the 
motives which actuated it, and partly no 
doubt to the novelty of the idéa at that time. 
But since 1887, we have learnt much and 
nothing more thoroughly than the urgency 
of more space, more accomodation for our 
ever growing population. It is true that 
even in July, 1887, Mr. Cuarzr was al- 
ready writing: “In Hongkong -land has 
now attained such high values, in conse- 

uence of the increased prosperity of the 
Colony and the influx of population, that it 
is found remunerative even to reclaim sites 
from the sea at great expense to the owner.” 
But if population and high rents were pressing 
heavily on the Colony then, they are pressing 
far more heavily now. Throughout last year 
complaints were constantly, we might say 
without exaggeration daily, heard of the 
difficulty of living for the poorer classes in 
Hongkong, the cuormous rise of rents, and 
the actual lack of any house or room accomo- 
dation within casy reach of the centre of 
business. How well founded were such 
complaints no one with any experience of 
Hongkong can fail to see. We have urged 
repeatedly the necessity for more accomoda.- 
tion for the working classes at no great 
distance from their work. Now the space 
at the disposal of the inhabitants of this 
island is limited. Additional living-space 
cau only be obtained in certain definite 
ways. We may either bring the present 
‘outskirts of the city into closer convection 
with the centre by some method of traction ; 

: or we may add to the habitable part of the 
island by levelling inland and reclaiming 
from the sea ; or, better still, we may com- 
bine the two plans. Mr. Cuarer’s scheme 
is to add to our available ground o strip of 
land 520 feet wide, commencing from Ar- 
senal Street and continuous with the outer 
line of the Naval Yard and Arsenal exten- 
sion and running eastwards to the East 
Point Sugar Refinery. It also involved 
originally the cutting down of Morri- 
son Hill and Mount Shadwell, to which 
the Government found itself unable to 
accede ; in default of tlese elevations Mr. 

: CHater has proposed the levelling of 
Leighton Hill and Mount Caroline, which 

. the Government thinks may possibly be 
done. It is unnecessary ‘to point out to 
those who saw the construction of the 
existing Praya extension how much money 

© and labour is to be saved by having the 
materials for filling up the area to be re- 
claimed close at hand, instead of having as 
before to bring them bya tedious process 
from Kowloon. It is therefore to be hoped 
that no unforeseen difficulty will arise in 
the case of Leighton Hill- and Mount Car- 

Bo dine, whose. removal, moreover, will add 

ae still more tothe land available for building

‘The new Praya Reclamation scheme, as 
modified in the letter of thé Colonial ‘Fecre- 


tary of the 12th ult., provides, as we have. 


seen, for an addition to the available land 
of this Colony of a strip of ground 520 
eet wide and stretching from the Naval 
Yard to the Sugar Refinery at East Point, 
up to which limit it may looked on, we 
think, as the final reclamation scheme. In 
front of the existing sea-face, from the 
Arsenal down to Messrs. Janprnx’s premises, 
there will be firstly an addition to the pre- 
sent Praya, making it up to 75 feet broad ; 
secondly, a space, 120 feet deep, for the 
construction of Chinese houses; thirdly, a 
new road, 75 feet wide; fourthly, a strip of 
land, 225 feet deep, for godowns ; and lastly, 
a new Hastern Praya, 75 feet deep. In ad- 
dition to this, there may be a space cleared 
and tevelled inland, on the site of the pre- 
sent Leighton Hill and Mount Caroline, on 
which may be constructed additional dwell- 
ings. The whole of the works, including 
the removal and re-erection of piers, and 
the extension formation, sewering, and chan- 
nelling of the proposed new streets and new 
Praya wall and roadway, except on such 
portions of the foreshore. as are situated in 
front of the Government properties, will be 
carried out by the Public Works Depart- 
ment at the cost of the Marine Lot owners ; 
and the Government will not be called on 
to ineur any expense at all, other than such 
as is involved, on account of the wall and 
reclamation: in front of Government pro- 
perties. Mr. Caarer’s services as inter- 
mediary between the Government and the 
Marine Lot holders are accepted, and 
what he has to do is to persuade the 
latter to agree to the Government's de- 
mands. These are briefly that the holders 
shall constitute a general fund for defraying 
the cost of the works and shall bind them- 
selves individually to take up whatever part 
is allotted to them of the general reclama- 
tion, each depositing as a guarantee 25 per 
cent. of the total value of the General Fund, 
which 25 per cent. will be forfeited to the 
Crown in event of a failure to take up the 
allotment. On the completion of the works, 
each holder will be asked to take ovt a 
Crown Lease for his allotment, paying an 
Annual Crown Rent of $200 per quarter acre. 
The leases will be fur 99 years, with an option 
of renewal at a Crown Rent fixed by the 
Governor for the time being for a further 
term of 99 years. All casts of resumptions 
of land and compensations t» landowners 
involved in the scheme will be paid by the 
Marine Lot owners. It is held that a pre- 
mium of at least twenty-five cents a square 
foot should be paid to Government by 
holders for every foot of building land re- 
claimed and handed over to them. Finally 
the principle of: scctional reclamati 
adopted in the case of the Western Pash 
reclamation will be followed, and the Lot 
holders will bear the expenses of a pre- 
liminary survey and estimate. 

From the above it will be seen that the

of the Times correspondent at Peking -to’ 
the journal which he represents indicates: ‘ 
that Russia’s regular policy is on the point: 
of meeting with its usual reward. ‘By her 
support, secret ‘and open, given to [the ( hi- 
nese Court after the capture of Peking, and 
her opposition to the punishment demands 
of Germany and England, Russia has sue- 
ceeded in persuading the credulous Chinese 
rulers that she is a true friend to China. It’ 
may well be suspected, moreover, that money 
has played its part in negotiations, as. is’ 
usual where officials of the type employed 
by the reactionary Court are concerned. As 
to Russia’s. protestations of disinterested- 
ness.and her assurances that she desires no 
fresh territory, we cannot feel surprised that . 
they are worth nothing. Russian faith is but 
the modern equivalent of the Punica fides: 
of the Roman world; indeed the Cartha- 
ginians are wronged by the comparison, for 
against them we have only the unsupported 
charges of their enemies. The history of 
Russia's growth in the Nineteenth Century, 
on the other hand, is open, and even those — 
who most admire what is really a wonderful -} ~ 
series of achievements cannot gloss over the. - 
absolute disregard of written and spokenz- 
wo.ds which accompanied them. But such © 
protests as have from time to time been 
made have been too feeble to cause more 
than a smile from the Russian diplomatists.

The work of the past year has 
reflected no little credit on the Americans, 
and the anticipations of sober observers 
shave been. fairly realised. It cannot of 
course be pretended thut.life under present 
conditions in the Archipelago is at all like 
‘an ideal one or ever particularly desirable.

SANITARY SURVEYORS REPORT. 
In his report for the year 1900 Mr. J. J. 
_ Bryan (Sanitary Surveyor) said plans had been 
passed by him during the year for the drainage 
of 643 houses. The plans of 464 houses were 
carried forward from 1899, making a total of 
1,107 in hand during tho year. The drainage 
- of 323 houses had been completed and the plans 
for 43 cancelled, leaving 741 carried forward 
to 1991. Notices for rapairs or’ additions 
to the drainage arrangements of 147 houses 
’ are carried forward to 1901. Dealing with 
the inspection of private drains, the, report 
m stated that 163 of thesa had been opnned 
out and reported on. Notices had heen served 
on the owners of 116 horses. calling upon 
- them to executy, the neo work. ‘The ro- 
drainage of old houses, as stated by My. Drury 
‘in his report last year. was practically ecom- 
pleted. In addition, 5,756 houses had been in- 
’ spected, and minor defects dircavered in 1,889 
instances. Nuisances to the nuriber of 289 
had been reported to the M.Q.1L. and 73 
to the Hon. D.P.W., to be dealt with by 
them. During the past year 1S water-closets 
and 4 urinals wero erected in various build- 
ings by permission of the Board, and con- 
nected to the sewers. Four water-closets had 
been removed from other buildings by order 
of the Board, in consequence of their having 
been fixed without permission being obtained. 
Certificates for 320 new houses and two additions 
were granted during the year, which also saw 
an extension made to Caroline Hill Cemetery. 
Dealing with the number of pri secutions instt- 
tuted during the year, the report stated that 
~ 175 summonses had been taken out and convic- 
tions obtained in 118 cases, the poualties amount- 
ing to $1,635. ©

4 of 1888), 
and during 190) no less than 81 prosecutions 
were instituted by mo for offences against this 
law. Seventy-one convictions were obtained 
and penalties to the amount of $107 recovered. 
Twico cases were withdrawn owing toa flaw in 
the summonses, but. a verbal order was made by 
the magistrate for compliance with the law; in 
the remaining case the defendant absconded. 
With regard to the uso of verandahs as ‘ living- 
rooms,’ the law does not specifically prohibit 
this, and no objection has ever been taken by 
the department to a table and a chair or two én 
the verandah. As to the partitions, I think 
tkat solid party walls ‘should be allowed to a 
height of seven feet, so as to secure privacy,

tion Company's steamer Plassy, which left the 
‘harbour on Sunday, the Srd inst., for Shanghai, 
is the latest addition to the Company's magni- 
‘ficent fleet of vessels,and is on her maiden voyage 
to the Far Hast. Sho was built at Caird’s, of 
;, Greenock, and was, as far as the marine archi- 
,lecture of the British Isles is concerned, the 
first-born vessel of the century. From the time 
her lines were laid down till she left her cradle 
and glided majestically into the waters of the 
Clyde, was but a fow months, and her speedy 
construction has this additional merit that she 
possesses all the appurtenances for immediate 
conversion into a trooper or auxiliary commerce 
‘destroyer in troublous times, ag well as every 
‘modern appliance necessary for accelerating the 
transit of freight in times of peace. She 
is a sister ship to the Assaye ond the So- 
braon, with the exception that she possesses 
in point of internal detail a variety of 
improvements, all of which tend to the comfort 
and well-being of her passengers. Her bilge 
keels have the effect of steadying her to a 
remarkable degree, and although on the passage 
out she met with heavy N. W. gales in the 
Bay of Biscay, and strong N. E. monsoons in 
the Indian Ocean with a fierce monsoon through 
the China Sea, thera was an absence of that 
incessant roll which renders life at sea so parti- 
cularly unpleasant at times. Indeed, the heavy 
weather the Plassy. experienced on her way out 
was ample test of her fitness for the particular. 
trade for which she has been designed. Without 
dtiving her a speed of 144 knots an hour on an 

- average was obtained, some two and 4 half knots 
less than that indicated on her trial trip. She 
left Singapore at half-past six on the evening 
of Sunday week, and was just five days coming 
up to the Quarantine Ground. Her engines are 
triple-expansion, and she carries electro-dyna- 
m03 which light up the vessel throughont.

The four-masted steel barque Madagascar ar- 
rivedin the Harbour on Monday evening, 4th 
inst., from New York, 146 days ont, with a fall 
cargo of 83,500 cases of’ kerosene oil, consigned 
to the Standar| Oil Company. - She completed 
loading. and dropped down towards the Hook on 
the afternoon ‘of 25th September last, and from 
the time her pilot left the sail till she headed north 
in her southern latitudes, she encountered a 
succession of hurricanes almost phenomenal 
for that season of the year. For over fiftesn 
days after the first spread of her canvas, 
she battled against adverse winds, at times 


‘making little or no headway, till the North- 


east Trades were met with, her position 


-at that time being within a degree of the 


spot where two or three southern . bound 
vessels lost their sails and spara. The Muada- 
gascar met her first hurricane on the night of 
26th October when the wind veered from a 
steady ten-knot breeze to a fierce gale. 
Indications of the atmospheric change were 
observed during the middle watch, and by the 
dawn the.wind was at storm-pitch. Fortu- 
nately the promonition was sufficient to enable 
all hands to shorten sail and lay to, the wind 
showing every sign of approaching hurricane 
force. There was & mountainous sea running 
‘which shook the vessel! as she laid to it, and at 
times it seemed as if she would be engulfed, 
so heavy were the seas that swept inboards. 
But beyond wresting some miner articles 
of her deck gear the Madagascar ploughed 
steadily through wind and sea, and came out 
after five or six hours practically none the worse 
for her first hurricane. Her second was on 


28th October, when a fierce squall struck the 


her over till her les-rail was in the water. It 
was a moment of the greatest danger while the 
squall lasted, but notwithstanding the heavy 
list, the cargo fortunately remained stationary, 
and the Madagascar eventually righted herself. 
It was momentarily, though, for another squall 
came on, and striking her on the starboard side 
partially submerged her. The topgallant sails 
were completely blown out of the ropes. 
While the vessel was in her listed condition 
she. sprang almost the whole of her deck 
stanchions fora and aft, and did much 
damage to her running gear. The wind height- 
ened gradually during the whole of the next day, 
and heavy seas were shipped, fortunately without. 
any serious effect. For a whole week the Captain 
and his| hardy crew tried to weather Cape San 
Roque and beating continually were rewarded by 
making that point on the eighth day, and catch- 
ing the South-east Trades shortly afterwards. 
Fine weather that followed, the vessel picking 
up westerly winds in. Lat. 8., which 
continued until Long. 59 BH. and Lat. 44 
8. was reached on December 24th. Here the 
vessel met her third hurricane. She again 
shipped tremondousgeas, several of them succeed- 
ing in heaving the ship down till the port side 
was completely submerged.~In this position 
she remained for a considerable time, squall 
after squall striking her with relentless fury, 
‘When eventually the weather moderated it was 
found that she had a heavy list to port through 
the cargo having shifted. The seas had filled 
the deck houses and the cabins under the. poop, 
and washed overboard all the utensils out of 
the . ~°They had burst the fresh 
water tank on the. deck,. and -had . carried 
the buckets and _bucket-racks: overboard,

We have received for publication copies of 
tho correspondence whicli. has passed between 
the Hongkong Government and the Hon. C. 
P. Chater, U.M.G., on the subject of the pro- 
posed Praya Kast Reclamation Scheme. Tho 
letters are given below :— .

' Hongkong, 12th June, 1920. 

Scr.—In the month of July, 1887, 1 sub- 
mitted for the consideration of His Excellency 
Major-General Cameron, then Administering 
the Government, a ptoject for thé reclamation — ~ 
of the foreshore-of the Colony from the Western 
of the Military Cantonments west- 
ward to the Gas Works. Tho project was 
approved and accepted by the Government and 
by the land-owners concerned, was sanctioned

I propose that the reclamation of the fore- 
shoro of the Wanchai district from Arsenal 
Street to the East Point Refinery should be 
undertaken and carried out at the expense of 
the Marine Lot holders on the same lines as 
those on which the present reclamation is being 
carried out, and under a similar, but slightly 
amended Ordinance. This reclamation will 
involye tho construction of a sea-wall, 
5,18) feet in length, starting from the Eastern 
extremity of the proposed extension of the 
Naval Yard and Arsenal, and continuous with 
the outer face of such extension, following on 
an easy curve the line of the Eastern Praya at

the seawall will give an average depth of 163 


feet at low water spring tides along its entire

The result was that when,in 1833 the monopoly 
of the East India Company was abolished, and 
when. it became necessary for Her Majesty's 
-Government to deal with the Chinese authori- 
ties through its own officials instead of through 
the agents of the East India Company, it was 
' found practically impossible for any intercourse 
to be carried on on any footing which could be 
‘submitted to by any civilised and independent 
power. ‘Che resulf was quarrels, disturbances, 
serious difficulties, and in the end war. ‘That 
war practically raged from 1839 to 1842. The 
result of that war was the treaty by which 
under compulsion the Chinose Government 
agreed to open five ports to British trade and 
to grant certain rights as to the residence and 
protection of Europeans in the noighbourhood 
of those ports. In consequence of th+ continued 
_ violation of the provisions of this treaty another 
- war broke out in 1857, resulting in the ‘Creaty of 
‘Tieutsin in 186). The Chinese from that day to 
this had been constantly endeavouring to mini- 
mise the rights which by that treaty they appear- 
ed to grant not merely to Britishers but to all 
foreigners By this time other ofthe principal 
European powers had obtained similar treaties 
and similar rights from the Chinese Govern- 
ment, but there had been a constant endeavour 
on the part, of the Chineso Government to 
- minimise in practice tho rights granted to 
foreigners hy these treaties. By the provisions 
of the treaty of 18.0 a British Minister was 
installed at Paking, und in succession ministers 
and representatives of nearly all foreign powers 
were also installed at} Peking, and a special 
establishment was iustituted by *the Chincse 
Government for the purpose of dealiag with 
-them called the Tsnug-li Yamen: but ther 
Tsung-li Yamen, instead of standing in the 
place in which the Foreign Minister of Great, 
Britain or of France or Austria stood in 
reference to foreign countries, turned out to 
be simply a means by which all the nogotia- 
tions between China and the foreign powers 
were impeded and delayed. The lecturer pro- 
ceeded to trace tho course of events in the 
Har:East since the estublishment of the Tsung- 
li Yamen, until he came to the war with Japan.

JAPAN AND MANCHURIA.

A-deep interest is being manifested in Japan 
- on the subject of Manchuria, and the reply of 
Mr. Kato, Foreign Minister, to an interpolation 
in the House of Repesentatives, has been 
anxiously awaited. Last month the Russian and 
German Legation officials were busy telegraph- 
mg to their respective governments details of 
the interpolation and the Government's reply 
thereto. A Tokyo telegram of the 25th ult. 
gives the reply, forwarded to the Honse under 
date of the 23rd ult. Mr. Kato states :— 

1. The Government defines the Anglo-Ger- 
man agreement signed on 16th October last as 
relating to thy whole territory of the Chinese 
Empire. - 

2. The Government became a,party to 
agreement on this understanding. 

3. The Government relies on Russia's explana- 
tion as to her occupation of Newchwang and ler 
despatch of troops to Manchuria ;—namely, that 
she was compe!led to tike these steps in restor- 
ing order and that her troops will be withdrawn 
from China as soon ag peace is restored and the 
proper measures for the protection of the Man- 
churian railway have been concluded. 

4, With regard to the alleged Russo-Chinese 
secret agreement, I dealt with it in my speech 
in the House on the 10th inst.

OUR FCONOMICAL VICERUY. 

Asa rule during the New Year the Chinese 
officials c ll upon the Viceroy to offer their 
New Year's greetings; but this year the new 
Viceroy, Tao Mu, has dispensed with such 
etiquette, and issued an order to the effect that 
henceforth any of his subordinates that call to 
see him should wear cotton dresses, not silk; that 
if they wear silk he must ‘refuse to cee thom. 
Considering the present embarrassed state in 
which China finds herself, it is not proper that 
her officials should wear silk. The Emperor 
Kwang Hsu and the Empress Dowager when 
thoy escaped from Peking and took refuge in 
Shansi &lso wore cotton dresses, and the officials 
should on their part wear the same in sympathy 
with them. For the sake of economy the Viceroy's 
yamen :(very large. premises) is also dimly 
lighted with ordinary lamp oil at night for an 
hour or two, after which the place is as dark as 
can. be, the electric light having beon takon out

ALLIES THREATEN THE CHINESE. 
_Somewhat alarming -rumours are finding 
currency and credit in military circles here just. 
now, viz, that the Ministers hsve this week 
sent in to the Chinese something of tho nature 
of an ultimatum, to the effoct that if they do not 
expedite matters in the se:tlement of peace, 
three expeditions will bo dispatched ty traverss 
Chihli and Shansi. My personal opinion is 
that if the Allies wish to bring pressure on the 
Court they will do it by means of the Yangtszo 
Valley approaches to Hsian and by. cutting off 
supplies. Thus I am very sceptical as to the 
authenticity of the current reports. On the 
other hand there are many evidences that the

When H.E. Ta> Mn [eft Shensi he had an 
audience with the Emperor. and received 
instructions ty introduce raforms into Canton 
as far as circumstances would almit. On his 
way he called upon Charg Chi-tung. the Viceroy 
of Hunan and Hupeh, whom he calls his master, 
and who inculcated the expediency of being 
economical in his expenses, and strict with his 
subordinates. His manner of action is like this. 
He summons a military officer to his presence 
and says to him * In such and such a place there 
aro a lot of thieves; can you go and catch them ? ” 
If the officer says * Yes, I can,” he gives this 
order: “If you can catch or suppres; the thieves 
you shall get promotion; otherwise you lose 
your button.” If the officer says ‘“*No,I cannot,” 
then His Excellency stys, * Oh, you had better 
remain in your post without promotion.” ‘lhe 
general opinion is if the military suppress or 
destroy all thieves and pirates there will be 
no mora work for them to do, and they 
wiil loze their chance of making money. 

RUMOURED ANTI-GAMBLING LAW. 

It is rnmoured that the Viceroy intends to 
stop all gambling and lotteries, and to 
increase the revenue derived from salt. It is 
an unwisa policy, considering the present state

THE WINTER—BRITISH ORGANISATION 
TRIUMPHS. 

Until the last week the winter has been one 
of the very best on record; temperatures 
have been occasionally low and on two 
or three occasions we have registerad “ balow 
zero” on Fahrenheit but there has boon 
a fine absence of wind and dust ‘storms. 
‘| Open air skating has been enjoyed to an 
extent previously unknown, though the days 
have witnessed constant sunshine. The Indian 
troops have on the whole stood the ordeal of 
the severe weather well; colds and pneumonia 
have been prevalent among them and ‘especially 
among the camp-followers, bat ovr sick lists 
compare very favourably with thoso of all tho 
other forces. I shall hardly be craditad when I 
say that the Germans have fared very badly in 
this way. + At one time, in Tieatsin alone, there 
were 600, in hospital with dysentery, enteric, 
and pneumonias, and their fatalities have been 
out of all proportion to their numbera. It is 
difficu!t to explain this, as their hospitals are 
models of all that field hospitals should be. Some 
say itis chiefly due to defective equipment ; if 
so it is very much opposed to the prevailing 
notions on the subject. But if their mortality 
in men is exceptional, that of their horses is stiil 
more astonishing. They, like ourselvos, got up 
a lot of walers in the autumn; it would not bo 
too much to say that they have lost three for 
every oue of the British ; nor can there be mach 
doubt that this is wholly due to deficiency in 
supply. Their horse-clothing is insufficient, their 
«tabling poor, and even their food is in marked 
contrast with ours. A British horse gets five 
(2 six) pounds of oats, two pounds of bran and 
fifteen pounds of hay per diem; indeed he is 
munching all the time: The German gets as 
much grain, but his hay is only five pounds 
daily, and he is on the:whole a harder worked 
animal. Thesc matters are worthy of mention, 
if only from the fact that we are always growl- 
ing in public at the follies and roan of -our
